LAC LA BICHE, August 12—After a thorough dragging of the 
bottom of the lake, lasting all yesterday afternoon and until dark last 
night, during which time every available boat was used, wiser the 
supervision of Corporal Matheson, R.N.W.M.P., hope has practically 
been abandoned of immediately finding the bodies of Mr. and Mrs.

Impossible to Weather Storm. 

It was impoasible for a small boet, 
heavily laden as the missing boat was, 
to weather the storm.

The s.nall bay where the boat was 
found about eleven o'clock Wedncs- 
day night, is fully four miles from the 
spot where the party was last seen. 
Evidently when Mr. Flowers realized 
that he was caught in the storm he 
had to run the boat with the wind, 
The nearest point of mainland was 
not much more than a mile away, but 
it was directly against the wind, That 
Mr. Flowers almost succeeded in 
teaching his destination on the oppo- 
tite side of the lake, is evident by the 
dinding of the pieces of wreckage in 
églose proximity to each other.

Took Safer Boat, 


First reports of the accident indi- 
fated that the boat which was caught 
In the storm was the newly built pow- 
er dinghy which Mr. Flowers brought 
up to the lake with him two weeks 
ago. This, however, is not the case. 
It appears that Mrs, Flowers, who has 
had considerable experience upon the 
water and is extremely cautious, was 
afraid of the new boat, declaring that 
it was too narrow in the beam = and 
would capsize easily. Complying with 
her wishes, Mr. Flowers took his Kob- 
nn engine out of his new boat and at- 
tached it to one of the sixteen-foot 
rowboats which are owned by the ho- 
tel. These boats are much wider in 
the beam and are very seaworthy. 
They are equipped with cork cushions 
designed to be used as life-savers in 
case of accident, Under any ordinary 
conditions the party would have been 
safe enough.

How Girl Not One of Party. 


How little Elaine Soper escaped 
from being a member of the fatal 
party, forms one of the most unusual 
features of the sad affair. The Mon- 
day before the big storm she had been 
out in a boat when the waves were a 
little high, and she became frighten- 
ed. She made up her mind “never to 
go into a boat again,” and expressed 
this determination in a letter which 
was written on Tuesday to her father, 
who was in Edmonton, and which was 
not received by him until Thursday. 
When Mr. Soper received it he had not 
heard of the aceldent of the day be- 
Jore. When Mr. Flowers was making 
ap his party he asked Elaine to go, 
but the little girl lived up to her reso- 
lution, which seemed, in the light of 
later events, to be more of a premoni- 
tion. 

Mrs, Soper, too, might have been 
saved if she had accepted the invita- 
tion of Corporal Matheson to help 
make up.the party in his launch which 
left the wharf at the same time as the 
boat which met with the accident. 
Corporal Matheson's launch is a large 
broad beamed one which he uses dai- 
ly in making his patrol of the lake 
shore. It has a seating accommoda- 
tion for ten persons, 

Mr. Flowers and Corporal Matheson 
had decided to go over to the narrows 
and into “big lake’ with their party 
to have some fishing. In Corporal 
Matheson's launch there were only 
two besides himself—Winston Weaver, 
leader of the orchestra at Pantages 
Theatre, Edmonton, and Mrs, Mathe- 
son, In Mr, Flowers smaller launch 
there were the four who figured in the 
fatal accident, Just before the two 
boats pulled out, Corporal Matheson 
invited Mrs. Soper to come into the

Out im Another Launch, “ 


BR. B, Williams, whore, wife. ig one .o 
the four missing “holidayers, did not 
stay ushore, as was first reported, but 
had gone out with the party in the 
“Alta B," the largest power boat on 
the lake. The ‘Alta B” was in close 
proximity to the {ll-fated boat a few 
moments before the storm broke. Mr, 
Williams waved his hand to his wife 
and she replied by waving her hand- 
kerchief. That was the last time he 
saw his wife. 

The last time the party was spoken 
to was a few minutes before the storm 
broke, At that time Corporal Mathe- 
son, of the R.N.W.M.P., was out on 
the water in his boat and was within 
speaking distance of the ill-fated 
launch, 

“Looks like a storm coming. Guess 
I will go up to the fish house on the 
island until it blows over,” were the 
words the corporal shouted to Mr. 
Flowers, 

“Think I will take to the mainland,” 
replied Mr, Flowers,‘ Fifteen minutes 
later the storm burst with a fury, and 
Corporal Matheson and his party did 
not get to land any too soon. The 
blinding rain made the mainland in- 
visible. 

When the boat was last seen by 
Corporal Matheson it was heading to- 
wards the mainland endeavoring to 
get shelter behind Fisherman's Point. 

As soon as the worst of the storm 
blew over, Corporal Matheson launch- 
ed his launch angain and headed for 
the hotel, about three miles away. He 
arrived there at six o'clock. The sea 
was then runing so high that. the 
people in the hotel could only see the 
craft periodically as it rested upon 
the crest of a wave. Those ashore 

| thought that he was taking a big 
| chance to try to make land under such 
| unfavorable weather conditions. 
H Went Out in Search. 
| The other launch had not reported, 
; and Corporal Matheson determined to 
|go out in search of the party. The 
heavy sea had damaged his propeller, 
| Before he got it fixed a boy cama run- 
ning in with one of the cork cushions 
of the boat which carried the four 
| victims of the accident. He had 
} found it upon the shore, and the 
alarm was spread that something had 
happened to Harry Flowers’ launch. 
Search parties were organized, and 
about eleven o'clock the upturned boat 
was found a few feet from shore, 
rolling from side to side, and pound- 
ing upon the beach. Underneath the 
boat was one of the oars a partially 
filled gasoline can, and the three 
ladies’ hats, The other oar was found 
upon the shore a few yards away, 
and near it Mr, Flowers’ camera, Mrs. 
Williams’ camera had floated up shore 
away several hundred yards nearer 
the hotel, ‘ 
Dragging of Lake Begun. 

Not until Friday morning was hope 
actually given up of finding the party 
stranded upon some of the islands, or 
in some shack along the shore of the 
mainland, None of the searchers were 
able to report any further evidence, 

| ana on Friday morning the dragging 
of the lake began and continued until 
last night. ; 
Special Train Sent Out. 

On receiving the news of the acci- 
dent, J. D. McArthur, president of the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Col- 
umbia Railway, made arrangements 
for the running of a special train frém 
Kdmonton to Lac la Biche for the con- 
venience of the relatives and friends 
of those who had been lost. The train 
left on Friday morning, arriving at 
Lac la Biche early in the afternoon. 
Among those who made the trip were 
Horace E. Soper, whose wife was one 
of the victims of the disaster; M. J, 
McLeod, brother-in-law of E. B. Wil- 
liams; J. F, McMullen, manager of the 
wholesale department of the Marshall- 
Wells Co,, a fellow employee of Har- 
ry Flowers, and James A, MacKinnon.

ITALIANS KEEP 
UP AGGRESSIVE; 
TAKE PLATEAU 


Also Capture Rubbia and San 
Martino Del Carso, Says Of- 
ficial Report 


(By Morning Builetin Leased Wire) 

ROME, Aug. 11.—The Italians have 
occupied the entire Doberdo plateau 
the war office announced today. The 
eivo ‘have. captured “Rubbia> and ‘Aa 
Murtina Del Carso, Thoy have reach- 
ed the line of the Vallone river. The 
Austrians have retired to the east of 
the town of Vallone. 

The war office statement follows: 
‘Yesterday the third army continued, 
with increase! pressure, the atack on 
‘the San Michele and sin Martino 
sectors, Which had begun on the 9th 
instant, and succeoded in capturing 
very strong defences of the enemy be- 
tween Vippacco and Monte Cosich, 
The enemy was routed completely and 
tétired east of Vallone, ‘eaving, how- 
ever, strong rear guards on Cima De- 
beli and on Hill 121, east of Monfal- 
cone. We occupied Rubbia and San 
Martino Del Carso and the whole of 
the Doberdo p'ateau, reaching the line 
of the Vallerie, 

“Bast of Gorizia the enemy is hold- 
{rgy out in trenches on the line of 
Monte San Gebriele and Monte Sau 
Marto, the western slopes of whieh, 
end the lines of the Vertoibezza, al- 
tendy have been resched yy our 
troops, 

“On the rest of the front the enemy 
made the usual demonstrations which 
everywhere were dealt with succent- 
fully. The number of prisoners and 
the quantity of material taken from 
the enemy increases continually. 


By their new victories, the Italians 
appear to have taken an important 
step toward clearing the salient form- 
ed by the bend of the Isonzo, below 
Gorizia, The Doberdo plateau was 
the scene of heavy fighting earlier in 
the war, but the Austrians obstinately 
withstood efforts of the Italians to 
win this important position. The 
fighting took place on a front of some 
distante below Gorizia, the capture of 
which enabled the Italians to push for- 
ward in the direction of Trieste in this 
region. San Martino Carso, is six 
miles southwest of Gorizia and about 
20 miles from Trieste. 


DELIVERIES OF 
MUNITIONS ARE 
FALLING OFF 


Shortage is Said to be Due to In- 
adequate Supply of Skilled 
Labor

Germans Bombard French 
Lines on the Verdun 
Front 


LITTLE FIGHTING 
ON BRITISH LINE 


British Airships Carry Out 
Number of Successful 
Operations 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Aug. 11.—The French to 
the north of the Somme River, in 
France, in brilliant fighting, have 
captured additional German trenches 
near Maurepas and a fortified quarry 
to the south of the Hem Wood, ac- 
cording to the French official com- 
munication issued this evening. The 
communication says: 

“To the north of the Somme the 
afternoon was marked by an infantry 
attuek, which was brilliantly carried 
out, and which succeeded completely. 
Several German trenches were  cap- 
tured by our troops, and our soldiers 
established a new Hoe on the ridge 
to the south of Maurepas, and along 
the road connecting that village ond 
Hem. 

“To the north of the Hem Wood a 
powerfully fortified quarry and two 
small woodg fell into our hands. 

“In the course of this fighting we 
took prisoner 10 unwounded men and 
captured 10 machine guns. To the 
south of the Somme the artillery 
fighting is intense. 

“On the Verdun front our first and 
second lines in the region of Chat- 
tancourt and in the Douaumont- 
seury sector have been bombarded. 
'fhe-sth inetint an enemy aeroplane 
was brought down in flames inside 
our lines to the south of Douaumont 
by a pilot of the American squadron.”

LONDON, Aug. 12.—The official 
statement issued by the British war 
office shortly before midnight reads 
as follows. 

“Between the Anere and the Som- 
me, the situation is unchanged. On 
the rest of the British front there is 
normal trench warfare, Besides 
numerous daily raids, some success- 
ful long-distance raids recently have 
been carried out by the Flying Corps 
against the following objectives: 
Zeppelin sheds at Brussels; railway 
sidings at Mons; railway sidings and 
airship sheds at Namur; Busigny rail-

BERLIN, Aug. 11, via London,— 
French and British are continuing 
their attacks on the German lines 
north of the Somme, but neither has 
nade any impression on the German 
lines, the war office announced today.

Capture of Stanislau by 
Russians Opens Another 


Gateway 


to Lemberg 


Town is an Important Railway Centre—Was Taken by Troops Under 
Command of General Letchitsky on Thursday Evening — Will 
Afford Excellent Base Also For an Invasion of Hungary—Fall of 


Halich is Also Imminent,

PETROGRAD, Aug. 11.—Stanislau, 
6n important railway centre, southeast 
of Lemberg, capital of Galicia, was 
eccupled by Russian troops under Gen- 
eral Letchitsky, ‘Thursday evening, ac- 
cording to an official statement given 
cut this evening. 

The capture of Stanislau gives the 
Russians another gateway through 
which they con march toward Leim- 
bere. Like Brody, Stanisiau is an im- 
portant railrcad centre. Railroads 
indiate from it In five directions, Tt 
is 87 miles southeast of Lemberg and 
is situated between two forks of the 
bystritza river, ten miles south of the 
Dniester. Stanislau was a manufac- 
turing city and agricultural cen're be- 
tore the wnr and hd o populatlon of 
thirty-three thousand persons, 

New Successes Announced, 

LONDON, Aug. 11—A further serics 
of successes by the armies of Generals 
Sakharoff and Letchitsky were  an- 
nounced today by the Russians, The 
most important of the successes were 
the capture of tho important railway 
junction and town of Stanislau; the 
cefinite occupation of Monasterzyska, 
end the seizure of important positions 
cn the Zlota Lipa line. Coupled with 
these victories was the capture of 
many thousands of prisoners ,especi- 
#liy on the right bank of the Sereth, 
Vhere the prisoners numbered 5,000. 

The Germars appear to regard the 


Kovel-Lemberg sector as the most 
critical portion on the eastern fron- 
ler, and the appointment of  Ficid 


Marshal Von Hindenburg to the chief 
command undoubtedly had the efiect 
of temporarily stemming the Rus- 
sian advance on the northern section 
of the line, But Field Marshal Vou 
Uindenburg decided not to hold the 
controlling command over the troops 
suarding the southern approaches to 
Lemberg, where Gen, Letchitsky, hav- 
ing taken Stanisinu and being ‘n strik- 
ing distance of Halich, is rapidly com- 
Meting his encirclement on thé army 
of General Count Vor Bothmer. ‘The 
latter's forces have held obstinately 
to their positions since last winter; 
and have kept them virtually intact. 
llowever, it cannot be long now before 
the fate of Lemberg is rented, yititary 
observers believe 

The possession of Stanislau makes 
vecure the Russian possessicn of iuk- 
owira, and gives them a base for in- 
vasion of Hungary. The fall of Hna- 
lich, which also is regarded as immin- 
ent, would interfere seriously with 
General Von Bothmer's communica- 
tions, and would compel him to retire 
his army along the left bank of the 
Dniester toward Lemberg, and between 
the R n forces advancing from 
the dlr ion ef Tarnopol and Brody. 
The German official statement today 
admitted a regrouping of the Teutonic 
forces was tuking place in order to 
meet the new positions of the Rugsian 
armies,

our fire, Numerous enemy working 
parties were dispersed by our flekd 
ard machine guns, 

Indirect fire by our machine guns 
was also constantly made upon points 
in the rear of the German position, 
One machine gun company in one 
night fired over seven thousand rounds 
in this manner. The enemy exposed 
themselves mure than usually and our 
snipers accounted for + considerable 
number, Hostile retalation for our 
bombardment and other activities was 
weak,

Several patrol enterpriees were car- 
ried out by our battalions, A patrol 
of a Winnipes battalion under Lieut, 
ower encountered two Germans 
wbout twenty yards :n front of our 
wire and opened fire on them, The 
Germane were seen to fall as though 
dead, but as it was becoming very 
light our patrol could not approach 
tc secure the bodies. Another night 
# German patrol attacked one of our 
Lombing parties. The bombers of a 


Winnipeg battalion under Lieut, 
Young drove them off, wounding and 
capturing one of them. The others 


escaped in the darkners, 

A successful raid was carried out 
cne night by @ third Winnipeg battal- 
ion, An assaulting party under Lieu- 
tenants Ferndorf and Herris advane- 
od after a short, but intense, bombard- 
ment by our trench moxtars and ar- 
ullery. Dashing forward, our men 
cntered the German trench, Lieut, 
Harris Bcout Fergeant Mackie and Pte, 
Turrell were the first te climb over 
the encmy’s parapet. Lieut. Harris 
villed two Germans with his revolver 


and the weapon then jammed. He 
thereupon threw a bomb which ex- 
ploded and killed two more of the 
enemy, Suddenly encountering still 
another Gernan he threw another 
bomb in his face and knocked him 
down, Sergt, Mackie shot three more 
cf the garrison, and then began bomb- 
ing along the German trench, Lieut. 
Narris attempted to secure a wounded 
German as prisoner but was hit in 
the arm. Pt», Burrell, who had beet 
wounded before entering the trenches, 


‘aasisted the officer until he himself 
Lecame faint from loss of blood, 
Kiventually both men regained our 


lines, 

In the meantime another party of 
three men under Sergeant Scott had 
entered the trench and bombed their 
Way down it Sergt. Scott shot two 
Germans with his revolver and sev- 


eral others were accounted for by 
grenades, When the signal to retire 
was given, smoke bombs were drop- 


ped in the German trench and under 
cover of the ameke our party return 
ed safely without the loss of a single 
nan, 

Crawled Near German Trench.

CONFERENCES 
WILL BE HELD 
ANNUALLY 


Rural Leadership Convention 
Has Resulted in Much 
Benefit 


CLOSING SESSION » 
HELD YESTERDAY 


Principal Address Was That 
Given by A. M, Me- 
Donald 


The Rural Leadership Conferencs 
at the University of Alberta, held for 
purpose of spreading knowledge of 
and giving assistance and training in 
the best ways of dealing with the many 
serious problems to be found in the 
country settlements, was brought to 
a close yesterday with a series of 
meetings during the day and a wind- 
up concert at night, 

It is now fairly assured that these 
conferences will become an annual 
event at the university. They are held 
under the auspices of the University 
Extension, and during the course of 
the “round table" talk of the after- 
noon, A, KH, Otteweill, secretary to the 
Department of Extension, was warmly 
thanked for all the work he had done 
to make the conference so valuable 
lana successful, 

It was generally decided to make the 
conference an annual event, H, W, 
Wood, president, United Farmers of 
Alberta, saying that it would be no- 
thing short of criminal not to go on 
after what they had heard that week. 

Sore little discussion arose as to 
the Lest time for holding the event, 
it belLig pointed out that while Augues 
Was the farmers’ busy month for hay- 
making and they could not attend, 
Vite whe a Meme earTy, And Nily was 
taken up by the summer school at 
the university, iFnally it was left 
for the department to arrange in 
the best interests of all concerned, 

How to make the conference as re- 
presentative as possible was-discuassed, 
and Mr, Ottewell said that everything 
would be done to make the gathering 
representative of the farmers’ assovi- 
»tions and the churches and other or- 
sanizationa in the country, 


The Country “Slum,” 


A. M. MacDonald, superintendent of 
Cepartment for delinquent children in 
the province, spoke on the various 
sides of this work. Many people would 
scorn the idea of a country slum, but 
the cases quoted by Mr. MacDonald 
showed how conditions can be Iinfin- 
itely worse in the couatry than in tha 
Fancy six children of the ages 
of 12, 9, 7, 4 and twins of one year, 
and with a man and woman, living ant 
sleeping in a one-room shack, 14x16 
feet. Yet this actually took place at 
Victor, and the man had 60 days Im- 
prisonment, when charged with tho 
neglect of the family, At Edson there 
was a family where the mother was 
taken to Ponoka, and the man seemed 
to have no idea of looking after hia 
children. Two boys of 13 and 12 and 
rirls of 9 and 6, were found with the 
man in a small two-roomed house, 
All the clothes in the house, with the 
bed clothes, were found piled up in 
ene corner of the room. In this case 
the children were taken by the depart- 
ment, and will be kept until the mother 
is able to leave the asylum. 

Speaking as to causes, Mr, MacDon- 
aid alluded to the foreign element of 
the rural population as major offend- 
ers, a8 in sO many cases they brought 
a low moral standpoint with them in- 
to the country, Then there was the 
fact of being near the border, and 
many chose this province for their re- 
vidence from the fact of being able 
to step across quickly if danger arose 
from the practising of thelr particular 
vice, 

Trouble From Mentally Deficient. 

A considerible amount of trouble 
was given by those mentally deficiaat 
who, although weak in intellect were 
able to perpetuate their species, to 
the danger of the community In the 
work of the department, Mr, MacDon- 
ald said that one of the points kept 
in mind was the development of tho 
child as a future citizen. Cases were 
always dealt with by warning and 
education of the parents or guardians 
in the correct methods of looking af- 
ter the children, and if these failed, 
punishment wus insisted upon, To 
show how necessary was the work, It 
need only be sald that in cases where 
the poor, neglected, down-troddon 
children had been taken from. their 
homes, they had grown up into bright 
and attractive youngsters. Little or 
ho emphasis is given to the inatitu- 
tional idea in dealing with the chil- 
dren, only in the case of Incorrigible 
boys and girls. When a child comes 
under the care of the department, 
having either lost its parents or been 
iemoved from them, it is taken ‘o 
the Shelter and taught proper habits 
of life, The children are also given 
proper medical treatment, and any de- 
fects of teeth or vision remedied, and 
four this they were greatly indebted to 
the doctors of the province for the 
iriamense amount of work which they 
did without recompense, When a 
child went out into a private home, 
testimonials had to be furnished by 
those who wanted the child and also 
an inspector called to see that the 
child was treated properly and not 
being treated as a drudge. In the cases 
of infants adopted, there was very lit- 
ile trouble, these being taken from

Those aitending tne Rural Leader- 
ship conference at the University of 
Alberta spent the first session Friday 
morning in the field, where George 
Harcourt, B.8.A., professor of horti- 
culture at the university, conducted 
thea over the experimental plots in 
the university grounds, now devoted 
to making trials in the growth of fruit 
trees, bush fruits, shrubs and flowers 
An article giving a complete survey 
of this work was published in the 
Morning Bulletin of last Saturday's 
issue. Naturally, the greatest interest 
in the attempts to grow apples, plums 
and cherries. 

Mr. Harcourt, at the conclusion of 
the survey, said that he hoped next 
year there would be more to inspect. 
He particularly wanted to impress one 
point upon them, and that was the 
importance of growing trees and 
shrubs arownd the home, It added to

and when they saw one with trees and 
a nice lawn the thought always came 
that it must be occupied by people 
who were contented and happy and 
who it would be good to know. It 
was easier to. grow the trees and 
shrubs than Was imagined. Also ayith 
the bush fruits, there was no reason 
why everyéne, should not have all the 
raspberries, Gutrantsa and gooseberries 
they wante@ these fruits could 
be grown without any great trouble. 
What to. do With the Foreigner, 
The nonsBrghah speaking races in 
Canada were dealt with by J. 8. 
Woodsworth, who has compiled a con- 
siderable) amount of information on 
the subject, and was able to point out 
all the difficulties that are in the way 
of bringing about the fusion of races 
into any soft of a concrete nationality, 
To illustrate his subject he gave some 
figures regarding immigration, these 
showing that in 1901 the population 
of the Dominion was 5,000,000, out of 
that number three million only being 
of British origin. Since that time im- 
migration had amounted to three mil- 
lion more, only 38 per cent, of these 
being of British origin. So that it 
could not be safd that this was a pre- 
dominating British country. Some 384 
per cent. of the immigiation came 
from the United States. With regard 
to the big foreign element, which 
came from every country in Burope, 
the speaker said that with respect to 
nationality, statistics supplied nothing 
at all, as there was so much cross- 
classification of people from various 
states who should go under one na- 
tional heading. There were more 
English-speaking people in the East 
than in Western Canada, and it was 
only in the prairie provinces that 
there was found the rural « foreign 
problem, Foreigners composed 14 per 
cent. of Alberta’s population, but here 
again statistics were not correct, as 
many who on arrival gave their des- 
tination as a point in the east, after- 
wards came west. The speaker de- 
plored the fact that nothing had been 
done in the way of providing a set of 
books dealing with the characteristics, 
habits and history of these various 
peoples, so that everyone could gain 


an insight into these highly important 
A set of these books should 
in 


features, 
be found every library. Dealing 
with the ious peoples, the speaker 
seid the Scandinavian presented very 
little trouble as they had many things 
in covimon with the Angla-Saxon race 
and fusion was easy. ‘This was also 
the case with many of the Germans, 
but not so with the others, such as the 
Mennonite Germans, the Doukhtbors, 
the Ruthenians, the Austrians and 
Russians. A district map showing by 
means of colors the extent and variety 
of the foreign settlement was wonder- 
fully illustrative of the whole ques- 
tion. The very nature of the settle- 
ment was a difficulty, and Mr. Woods- 
worth called attention to the fact that 
it was a disgrace that speculators 
should be allowed to hold wild land 
close to railways for the purposes of 
speculation, while these people were 
driven into the back lots and thus 
increase the value of the speculator’s 
land, They had to haul their produce 
a great distance to the railways, and 
their families had little chance if ill- 
ness came, because a doctor was so 
rarely available. This land should not 
be allowed to be held up, and should 
be either so taxed that it would be 
given up or else confiscated, In deal- 
ing with these people the speaker urg- 
cad that caution be exercised, because 
of the danger that existed of Can- 
adianizing too quickly, and in doing 
so they lost hold of the best points 
that tended to their own national 
character, and took on nothing but the 
most degenerate of Canadian habits. 
He urged that their lan;yuage should 
not be taken from them toc quickly, 
although he way an advocate of Eng- 
lish being the national language. But 
this was only a matter of two or three 
generations before it would be accom- 
plished. These people wanted help 
and sympathy in the period of transi- 
tion, Mr, Woodsworth's remarks bore 
out the contention raised by a 
United States authority, that these for- 
eigners degenerated in the second 
generation, when they had assimiliat- 
ed some Of the worse characteristics 
of the people they were living among, 
and that they rose again in the third 
generation, having arrived at a more 
understanding period. To help them 
he advocated consoliduted schools, the 
establishment of experimental farms 
where they could be taught the best 
forms of husbandry, the founding of 
commercial centres and the employ- 
ment of a community secretary. On 
all hands he asked for tolerance and 
sympathy, and for a greatest use of 
the artistic and literary and musical 
capabilities of these people, who had 
come in many cases from countries 
where some “f the greatest develop- 
ment in this direction had taken 
place and some of its best results were 
to be found, 

Mr. McCall, of Alberta College 
North, gave a number of instances of 
success of foreign students at the col- 
lege, where they had shown wonder- 
ful adaptability and powers of assimil- 
ation,

BISHOP STRINGER 
OF YUKON WILL 
PREACH IN CITY 


Missionary For Many Years in Far 
North to Tell About His Work, 


It is noc often that the people ‘of 
Edmonton can daye the privilege of 
hearing the Rt. Rev. I. O. Stringer, 
Bishop of the Yukon, who has been in 
the city this week for the purpose of 
attending the Provincial Synod of the 
Anglican Church, which meets every 
three years. 

It is now many years since Bishop 
Stringer first left the east to devote 
his life to work among the Eskimos 
and Indians living near the moth of 
the Mackenzie River. Here he lab- 
oured strenuously and the present 
successful work now being done by 
Archdeacon Whittaker, the Rev. W. 
H. Fry and others, no doubt is be- 
cause of the faithful service of the 
Rey. 1. O, Stringer, as he then was. 

Tn 1905 he succeeded the Rt. Rev. 
W. C. Bompas as Bishop of the Yukon, 
and for several years he also admins- 
tered to the Mackenzie River Diocese 
jointly with Bishop Holmes of tha- 
basca. He has now under his care 
not only the Indians and Eskimos of 
the vast Yukon territory, but also the 
white settlers and prospectors of that 
country, and there is not better loved 
man there than Bishop Stringer, 
whose life is a striking testimony to 
the reality of the Christian faith. 

Bishop Stringer will preach on Sun- 
day morning at 11:00 at St. Peter's 
church, corner of 111th avenue and 
18ist street. (Take a 24th street car 
to 111th avenue and walk west seven 
blocks). In the evening, at 7:30, he 
will preach at 8t, Paul's church, on 
Kinistino, 

While in the city, Bishop Stringer 
is the guest of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor.

Halley's Comet,

your columns the date on which Hal- 
icy's Conitt appeared a few years ago; 
ulso if it was visible more than once, 
or was it only the tail which was seen 
afterwards?

Halley's Comet, which visits this 
purt of the universe about every seven- 
ty‘five years, was feen at its best on 
April 19, 1910, #rofessor Max Wolff, 
ot Heidelberg, first detected the Comet 
on this visit on September 11, 1909, In 
the late spring of 1910 it became visi- 
ble to the naked eye. Between half- 
pdst two in the morning and dawn it 
was a beautiful spectacle in the eus- 
tern sky, ‘The tail grew in length and 
impressiveness as perihelion was ap- 
proached, April 19. “Halley” passed 
within half a million miles of Venus 
on May 2, and an observed irregular- 
{ty of tail structure was perhaps occo- 
sioned thereby.

Lord Beneonsfield, though of Jewish 
communion, was 2 Christian through- 
out his publie life, and he was raised 
to the peerage us a great Imperial 
statesmary and not us Pf representative 
Jew. Isaac Disraeli, faiher of Benja- 
min Disraeli, Lord Beaconsfield, fore 
mally withdrew with all his househoid 
from the Jewish church; and Benja- 
niin Disraeli (born December 21, 1804 
was baptized as a Christian at St. An- 
arew's church, Holborn, London, July 
81, 1817. Writing of Lord Rothschild, 
the Jewish Encyclopaedia, volume 10, 
page 508, says: “In the year 1885 he 
was raleed to the peerage, and, as Ba- 
ron Rothschild, was the first Jew to 
take his seat in the House of Lords, 
an event which was regarded as com- 
pleting the emancipation of the Eng- 
lish Jews.” 


The King’s Oath. 

To the Bulletin: What were the cir- 
cumstances connected with the change 
of the King’s oath, whereby it was 
made to be without offense to His 
Majesty’s Roman Catholic subjects?

Beginning with 1891, repeated ef- 
forts were made to secure the repeal 
of the anti-Catholic oath exacted from 
the British sovereign at the con- 
mencement of every reign. In 1904, 
1906 and 1908, bills or motions for re- 

eal were introduced in parliament by 
Jord Braye, Lord Grey, Lord Liandatt, 
the Duke of Norfolk and Mr, John 
Redmond, but without success, After 
the death of King Edward VIL, how- 
ever, King George V. is believed to 
have urged the government to bring 
in a repealing act. This was done, and 
public opinion, after much discussien, 
finally declared strongly on the side 
of the bill, which was carried through 
beth houses by large majorities ant 
received the royal consent on August 
2, 1910 ,thus removing the last anti- 
Catholic oath, or declaration, from the 
British constitution.

We know not how it 
has happened (probably by the recom- 
mendation of some worthless and ig- 
norant French dancing-master) that 
so indecent a dance has now for the 
first time been exhibited at the English 
Court; but the novelty is one deserving 
of severe reprobation, and we trust it 
will never again be tolerated in any 
moral English society,

Captain Talbot M. Papineau, of the 
Princess Patricia Regiment, was 
wounded recently in action and has 
been decorated for special gallantry. 
He is a cousin of M, Henri Bourassa, 
editor of Le Devoir, and has occupied 
some of the leisure of a convalescent 
in writing a five thousand word letter 
to his non-combatant relation, The 
full text of the document which is a 
proud defense of the participation of 
Canada in the war is published by La 
Patrie of Montreal, <A few extracts 
in translation are here submitted: 

In the declaration of war against 
Germany by Great Britain Canada be- 
came “ipsco facto,” a belligerent 
country, subject to invasion and con- 
quest, subject to the loss of all its pro- 
perty on the seas, subject to a coast 

ombardment, It is not a matter of 
opinion, It is a fact, a question of in- 
ternational law. At least hope of 
your arguments would have been able 
to convince the kaiser to the con- 
trary. 


Suppose Canada had abstained, one 
of two things would have happened 
either the Allies would have won with- 
out her or lost without her, If they 
had lost Canada would have been call- 
ed upon to submit to German domin- 
ation. I am sure that you would pre- 
fer resistance in such a case, but as 
an antidote to this preference I would 
preasrane a moderate dose of trench 
yombardment, I have seen my own 
dogmas seriously damaged by the 
concentrated fire of German artillery. 
I can assure you that the more dis- 
tance you are from Canada and the 
nearer your approach to the great 
military power of Germany the less 
you would think of the power of Can- 
nda facing it alone, When you feel 
yourself to be occupying about one 
yard ina line of 500 miles or more 
you ure likely to look about with some 
anxicty for the presence and the pow- 
er of English and I’rench forces, Your 
ideas of sweeping in one wild charge 
into Berlin and ending the war are 
rapidly cooled, 


No, my dear cousin, I think that 
after the defeat of the allies the Ger- 
man government would have stirred 
your bile even more than the fight 
with the anti-bilingualists of Ontario, 
I see you an unhappy exile in Terra 


del Fuega, making eloquent compari- 
sons between @he griefs of Quebec 
and Alsace, But doubtless you will 
say, ‘We would have. the aid of the 
great American Republic.” It is pos- 
sible, 1 will admit that on the day 
that the American fleet was sunk and 
the chief buildings in New York des- 
troyed the United States might de- 
clare war upon Europe, but in the 
meantime Canada would be paying 
tribute and learning to decline the 
German verb, probably the only thing 
in Germany which deciines, 


If the Allies had won without the 
aid of Canada would you be satisfied 
you who have arrogated to yourself 
the high name of Nationalist? What 
would become of the soul of Canada? 
Does the pride or the patriotism of a 
nation rise from the blood and suffer- 
ing of others, or from the wealth of 
those who, {tn anguish and  blood- 
sweat, fight the battles of liberty? If 
we accept our liberties our national 

e at the hands of the English sol- 

rs, if without sacrifice on our part, 

fe enjoy the sacrifices of English ci- 
tizens, could we hope ourselves to be- 
come a You should feel 
that in the agony of her losses in Bel- 
gium and in France, Canada suffers 
the birth-place of her national life, 


————_————— 


What matters the why, the how of 


the war, whether wé owe something 
to England or not, whether we be Im- 
perialists or not, whether we be Eng- 
lish or French? The only fact which 
should govern our conduct is that Can- 
ada is at war and that Canadian liber- 
ties should be protected. For you, @ 
Nationalist, this fact should have more 
moving force than for any other citt- 
zen. The English as was natural, re- 
turned to fight for England, just as 
the Germans, the Austrians, the Ital- 
fans hastened to return to fight for 
their native lands, But for us Cana- 
dians was not.the call fully as ineist- 
ent as peremptory, to fight for Can- 
ada? Were not the Leipsic and the 
Gneisenau threatening Victoria and 
Vancouver? Did you not feel the pat- 
riotism of making sacrifices for the 
protection of British Columbia? If not, 
ow could you call yourselves Cana- 
dian? It is true that Canada does not 
hear the roar of German guns, that 
she does not receive nightly visite 
from Zeppelin murderers, but every 
shot fired in Belgium or in France ts 
aimed at the heart of Canada as much 
as at.our brave Allies. Could we, then 
have waited? Could Canada have re- 
mained in an ignominious§ security 
and a shameful liberty?

Winnipeg, Aug. 11.—The market 
was back to its normal, with a_ very 
quiet opening this morning. October 
wheat was %c to 2c higher at 151 to 
149% and December %c to %c higher 
at 147% to %. 

Oats were \c better for October at 
49%. Flax also was strong with 
October at 4c higher, 

Minneapolis wheat was %ec higher 
to unchanged for September at 150 to 
149%, Sec to %c higher at 150 to 
149% for December and %c to %e 
higher for May at 153. 

The trade was very small. The 
bulls who got out yesterday are con- 
tent to leave the market alone, With- 
out this support it will work lower. 
Some damage was felt from frost in 
the morning, but reports and damage 
have not comé in yet. 

Primary receipts at Winnipeg were 
643 cars inspected, with 675 in sight 
for inspection today. Chicago, Min- 
neapolis and Duluth passed 620 cars, 

Winnipeg wheat closed %c higher

Oats were 15%c up for October and 
%c up for December. Flax gained

TELLS OF LIFE 
AROUND FORT 
CHIPPEWYAN 


Returned Anglican Missionary 
Speaks of Conditions in Far 
» North 


What the railways have done and 
are doing to devlop and improve con- 
ditions of living in the northland fs in- 
dicated by the experience of Rev. C, 
H, Quarterman, who has recently 


come south after two years’ resideffte 
at Fort Chippewyan where he was in 
charge of the Anglican mission, 

“On our journey into the country,” 
said he, “it took us a month from 
Athabasea, It took us eleven days to 
come out, living in luxury all the way. 
We went down in scows. We came 
out in palatial boats,” 

Mr. Quarter man said that his work 
was principally concerned with the 
teaching of the school at Fort Chip- 
pewyan which was in operation five 
days of the week, The work was 
chiefly among the half breeds, All the 
Indians are Roman Catholics. At the 
school there was an average daily at- 
tendance of 15 or 16. 

Speaking of climatic conditions Mr, 
Quarterman said that the first winter 
was mild; it was generally mild in 
Canada that wear, Last winter was 
very severe, Personally he did not 
find he suffered very much because of 
the severity of the climate. Fort 
Chippew n was a blenk spot in win- 
ter as it was subjected to a good deal 
of wind from the lake. In summer it 
was very pretty and had the reputa- 
tion, said he, of being one of the most 
picturesque spots in the north. 


Fishing, Hunting, Trapping 

The people at present are engaged 
in fishing, hunting and trapping for 
their own living, “As far as I can 
see,’ stated Mr. Quarterman, ‘there 
does not seem very much hope for 
mineralogical development at the 
west end of the lake. That is the 
view of geologists who have made an 
examination of the district. Mr. Dar- 
dier, who is stated to be backed by the 
Vickers Maxim interests, is working 
at the east side, prospecting for nickel. 
If that should materialize it would 
mean a great deal for Fort Chippew- 
yan. Nothing has been made public, 
so far, as to the result of their investi- 
gations.” 

There is very little agricultural land 
about Fort Chippewyan, according to 
Mr. Quarterman, But if the season is 
favorable farily good crops of peta- 
toes and most vegetables can be 
raised, 

“But,” said he, ‘there is the possi- 


established at the lake when the 
means of transportation are improv- 
ed. The lake abounds in al! kinds of 
good eating fish. Fort Chippewyan 
lies 100 miles north of Fort McMur- 
ray, and the extension of the railway 
to that point will be a great help, 


Seat of Diocese 

Fort Chippewyan is the head- 
quarters of the diocese of MacKenzie 
River and Bishop Lucas has taken up 
his permanent residence there, a fine 
see house having been rected. ‘Com- 
pared with the conditions he experi- 
enced twenty years ago as a clergy- 
man in this district the bishop can 
now live in coinparative ease and 
comfort,” 

The bishop having taken up his res- 
idence at Fort Chippewyan, where he 
will live all the year except when on 
visitation, removed the necessity for 
another clerygman, That is the rea- 
son Mr. Quarterman is not returning 
to the district. His work in the school 
will be taken over by a deaconess, 

Coming to Canada _ from Oxford 
seven years ago he took his theological 
course ut the Wryeliffe college, Tor- 
onto, Dr, W. M. Mackay is uncle of 
Mrs, Quarterman, and they are stop- 
ping with him during their stay in the 
city,

TELLS OF THE

OF EDMONTON 


Archdeacon McKay, Pioneer of 
Christianity in West, Raises 
Curtain on Past 


One of the notable personalities_of 
the synod of the Anglican church, 
which hts been sitting. in Edmonton 
this week, was Archdeason McKay, 
who for many years carried on mis- 
sion work among the Cree Indians 
with Prince Albert as his headquarters, 
Venerable in years as he is venerable 
according to official title—and no dig- 
nity has been conferred that was more 
deserved or gave more satisfaction to 
the members of the church in its con- 
rerring—Archdeason McKay looks his 
years with his white hairs and white 
beard, But there the similitude ends. 
He is still active and vigorous, and 
When the occasion demands it can 
mike his voice be heard even in a 
hall larger than the All Saints’ school- 
room, in which the synod conducted its 
business. 

Glad To Herr Him, 

At this session there was little occu- 
sion for him to intervene in the pro- 
ceedings, and, like all men who have 
spent so many years in close commun- 
ion with nature, he is more prone to 
be a listener than a talker, Dut, to 
some at least, there would have been 
something wanting—there. would have 
been a feeling that something had 
been overlooked—if the man who has 
done so much to bring Christianity and 
civilization to the Crees, had not been 
heard before the curtain fell and the 
doors of the synod were closed for 
another three years, ‘This was seen 
when W. J. Melrose, at a moment 
when there was a temporury recess 
from business, said he was sure the 
synod would like to hear the vener- 
able arechdeacon.

Melrose had rightly interpreted the 
feeling of all; that too much respect 
could not be paid him who, in his 
life and characted, is typical of the 
men who were the pioneers of Chris- 
tianity in Western Canada, 

Forty Years Ago. 

“It will be forty years this winter 

since I was first in Mdmonton,” said 
the archdeacon, “The other day 1 
travelled in a Pullman; then I came 
in snow shoes driving a team of dogs. 
I came here to visit the first bishop 
of Saskatchewan, the late Dr. Me- 
May. It was ulso his first visit. 
‘On that oceasior arrangements 
were made for the building of the first 
ehureh in Edmonton of any denon - 
inution; the first litthe All Saints’ 
chureh; the mother church of this 
western country. You heve now got a 
pro-cathedral and a bishop and a dio- 
cese, but that was the beginning. 

“In those days, 1886 and 1887, there 
was not a clergyman in the whole of 
this western land, but the late Dr, 
Newton; and in what is now the dio- 
ceses of Calgary, Edmerton and § 
katoon, we had thre clergy me 
There was not a solitary clergymé 
in the country betweer "riice Albert 
and Edmonton. There w.re « few 
about Edmonton,

ige of city. There was the old Hua- 
son's Bay fort.”
